A GOOD BEGINNING 

Decision of the city council to proceed with 
the construction of the grade for the scenic drive 
to the Highlands will be welcomed alike by 
relief men who want work and by taxpayers 
who afe tired paying out money for which no 
return is received. 

The undertaking is not large enough to pro- 
vide any great amount of wage-work, but of 
the money spent in making the grade the bulk 
will go where it is urgently needed, to men 
wielding “pick and shovel.” 

Having made this modest start, it is to be 
hoped council will proceed to get under way at 
once all the construction projects the city can 
finance and all that council can induce the pro- 
vincial and federal Governments to assist by 
contributions, loans, or bond-guarantees. 

If the city has to go broke—which it doesn't 
have to do—it might better go broke paying 
men to do worth while work than paying them 
to do nothing. “Direct relief’ means nothing 
and promises nothing except prolonged semi- 
destitution for those who receive it and debt 
and more debt for those who provide it 

PUTTING IT OFF 

The latest guess is that the hypothetical date 
of the provincial elections has been moved back 
a couple of weeks and voting may take place 
about the middle of July. 

Urgent as it is that an administration which 
can only mark time should be replaced by one 
with both the purpose and the power of loco- 
motion, there are circumstances to account for 
the postponement. Unless the weather im- 
proves, the farmers will still ke busy with their 
spring operations well into June, with little 
time to spare on elections or other side issues, 
however important. 

And there is need that the present condition 
of political chaos be reduced to some semblance 
of order before the electors go to the polls 
Nobody knows now what the present Govern- 
ment stands for, except in so far as its policies 
may be deduced from its record. If there is to 
be anything in the way of a new administration 
platform it has yet to be announced, and appar- 
ently has yet to be put together. 

Unless the Government is minded to concede 
defeat, and leave the Opposition parties to fight 
out the question of which is to succeed it, a 
postponement of the election was almost in- 
evitable, and a further delay of the day of 
reckoning would not be at all surprising. Amid 
the tumult and the shouting thus far, the Gov- 
ernment seems to be the one entry for the con- 
test that everybody has forgotten about. 

The prospect that “something may turn up” 
to their advantage may not be very bright, but 
no outlook could be quite so drab as the chance 
of the Ministers snatching a win from the pre- 
sent state of electoral confusion. 


THEY BUILT TOO SOON 

The sum of $225,000 is to be spent by the 
Dominion this year on the road from Jasper to 
Banff. There nothing of the 
estimates for a highway westward from Jasper 
to connect with the British Columbia highway 
system at Blue River and open a direct route 
from Edmonton to Vancouver. 

Mr. Bury, who represents East Edmonton in 
parliament, apparently has not enough infiu- 
ence with his Ministerial friends to secure any 
concession along that line. Challenged on the 
point by Hon. Charles Stewart, the Minister 
explained that the Jasper-Banff road lies 
wholly within a Dominion park, while the road 
westward from Jasper would lie in part out- 
side the park and was therefore a provincial 
responsibility, 

The same argument of course applies to the 
Edmonton-Jasper highway, and is valid so far 
as it goes. The fault is that it does not “go” 
anywhere, in view of the millions that have 
been poured out from the Dominion treasury to

Alberta, having built the Trans-Canada 


highway from Medicine Hat to Banff at its own 
expense, is fairly entitled to assistance in com- 
pleting the Jasper highway up to Trans-Canada 
Standard. And British Columbia, having built 
the Trans-Canada from Vancouver to Reve)- 
stoke at its own expense, is equally entitlea to 
assistance in extending the Blue River highway 
to Jasper. 


But these provinces are not getting any 
financial consideration on that account. It 
just too bad for them that they built their 


Trans-Canada sections before Ottawa got in- 
terested in the scheme. They are getting no 
compensation elsewhere for the money they 
thus spent. The Dominion won't even help 
them make its own park available to the tourist 


traffic from British Columbia and central 


Alberta. 


WASHINGTON TO OTTAWA 

The Supreme Court of the United States de- 
cided that President Roosevelt had not power 
to net-work the country with codes for the 
regulation of business, The judgment seems to 
imply that the codes would have been uncon- 
stitutional even if Congress had named them 
and defined their powers and duties specifically 
in the NRA legislation. 

This will interest people in Canada. The 
Dominion parliament is supposed to translate 
into legislation within the next few wecks the 
majority finding of the Stevens’ price spreads 
commission. The commissioners recommended 
an elaborate code of rules and regulations for 
the control of business, to be applied and en- 
forced by a trade and industry commission with 
powers which would be vague because of their 
vastness. 

The decision at Washington has an indirect 
bearing on the validity of such legislation in 
Canada. he code net-work in the United 
States was ruled out because it infringed upon 
the powers of the several states. The proposed 
legislation at Ottawa will trespass upon ground 
which has been supposed to lie within the field 
of provincial jurisdiction. 

It has been urged by the Opposition that 
before enacting such legislation the Supreme 
Court should be asked to say whether parlia- 
ment could do so. The Government refused to 
test the constitutional issue in this way, and is 
proceeding to put through the legislation 
whether or no. What happened at Washington 
strengthens the view that it may be one thing 
to pass the bills and another thing to make 
them good as law. 

The provinces are not less jealous than the 
states of their constitutional powers, and private 
parties in Canada are even more likely to chal- 
lenge the proposed regulatory measures because 
a private firm in the United States has chal- 
lenged the coding legislation there successfully. 

The prospect is strengthened that Ottawa is 
laying the lines for a series of lengthy and ex- 
pensive law-suits, rather than establishing an 
effective control system for the prevention of 
unfair practices in business.

That tired feeling is certainly a common 
complaint. In today’s article I am going to try 
to help you overcome that tired sensation so 
that by the middle of the summer you will have 
completely lost it and replaced it with an 
abundance of pep. 

A tired sensation is un- 
natural and there is no real 
reason for you to wake up 
tired in the middle of the 
afternoon or to be all tired 
out at night. A continual 
tired sensation comes from 
those habits of living which 
are not good and can be cor- 
rected when the habits are 
changed to better ones. 

A certain amount of 
healthy physical fatigue is to be expected at 
the end of a day of activity, but the habit of 
being tired all of the time is abnormal and fre- 
quently precedes the development of an actual 
disease. If you feel tired and weak then by all 
means start now to use a treatment which will 
put you back on your feet before you become 
actually sick. 


The tired patient wants to rest and in fact, 
he craves more rest than the average individual. 
However, those who try to ge? over that tired 
feeling by resting, end up by becoming more 
tired than ever. Along with the tired sensation 
the patient describes a feeling of depression, he 
may have frequent headache, or he may note a 
trembling in the knees or legs. If he tries to 
concentrate on mental work, the back of the 
head throbs. If he tries to do physical work 
he feels “played out,” his muscles feel weak, 
he may feel light headed, and he has difficulty 
in digesting the next meal. Sometimes the 
patient says, “I am so tired, I feel like my feet 
are made of lead.” Or, “The things I used to do 
easily now make me feel so tired I want to go 
to bed and stay there for a month.”

was voted for in Western Canada, 
Just a year less one day (May 
30, 1866) Bishop Machray called a 
conference of his clergy and laity 
at Fort Garry at which he ex- 
pressed the hope that the confer- 
ence would be the first step to a 
synod. The matter was given 
careful consideration, both in the 
diocese and by the church 
societies in England, but no objec- 
tion was raised, and on May 29, 
in Confederation year, the con- 
ference was, on motion of Arch- 
deacon McLean (afterwards 
Bishop of Saskatchewan), second- 
ed by William Drever, a lay 
delegate “resolved into a synod, 
to be called the synod of the dio- 
cese of Rupert's land.” 

There was no legal obstacle to 
the further organization of the 
synod, but Bishop Machray, mov- 
ing with that wise caution to- 
wards a determined end which 
characterized all his acts, deferred 
further progress until the pro- 
posed constitution of the synod 
had been submitted to the church 
societies in England, whose wishes 


| 


were the source from which fin- 
ances came. Thus it was not 
until February 24, 1869, that the 


first synod actually met at St. 
John's College. The delegates 
were told’ that the constitution 


had met at St. John’s College. The 
delegates were told that the con- 
stitution had been submitted to 
and endorsed by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and the London 
societies, and the constitution was 
adopted without delay. 

Bishop Machray was big enough 
to realize that he could not do 
everything himself and that Rup- 
ert’s Land must become the 
mother of many dioceses. When 
he became bishop in 1865 Rupert's 
Land was one see, with 18 clergy; 
when he died in 1904, it had be- 
come an ecclesiastical province, 
with nine sees, over which he 
presided as archbishop and metro- 
politan. This great father of the 
church was, like Bishop Strachan 
of Toronto, born in Aberdeen and 
was only 24 when he was called 


| to the direction of the church in

The Mail Bag 


MR. BROWNLEE’S FALLACIES 


Editor Bulletin: Mr. Brownlee 
in his broadcast of May 8 is re- 
ported in your columns as having 
said, “I am not opposing Social 
Credit, I am in sympathy with its 
aims and objects.” It is permis- 
sible to enquire what form of 
Social Credit he favors when in 
the very next paragraph he de- 
nies the fundamental tenet of 
Social Credit, for he proceeds to 
assert “that you cannot pick 
money out of the air, neither can 
people get something for 
nothing.” These two propositions, 
heterodox though they may be, 
are of the very essence of Social 
Credit, and if Mr. Brownlee de- 
nies them, then he does oppose 
Social Credit in any shape or 
form. 

Let us take them separately. To 
“pick money out of the air” is 
precisely what the banks did on 
a colossal scale during the war 
and what they do today when- 
ever they make a loan or pur- 
chase securities. But they do so 
without any statutory right, and 
therefore in usurpation of the 
Sovereign right of the Crown. 
They create money and cance! it 
at will, by merely writing figures 
in a ledger. And by money so 
created the chief business of the 
country 1s carried on, for only 5 
per cent of the money in actual 
use Is currency. 

Mr. Brownlee probably knows 
too well to dispute the correct- 
ness of this statement. If he 
should do so, I shall be happy to 
furnish him with a score of un- 
impeachable authorities—the Mac- 
millan Report of 1931, the 
speeches of the Right Hon. 
Reg nald McKenna, chairman of 
the Midland Bank, R. G. Haw- 
trey, Hartley Withers, etc. Let 
this one quotation from Mr. Mc- 
Kenna suffice: “A bank loan 
creates a deposit and thus it 
creates money.” 

Now Social Credit proposes to 
do the very same thing, only the 


government will itself exercise 
that sovereign right instead of 
the banks. And the important 


thing to note is, that it will do so 
without going into debt, 
“Neither can people get some- 


[ 


thing for nothing.” When a bank, 
under our present system, lends 
to a government, in the manner 
stated, the money created is 
costless. But it does not create 
the money to pay the interest on 
the debt, and yet the government 
has to pay that interest, and has 
to tax the people to enable it to 
do so. The bank thus receives 
something for nothing. There are 
many other instances of govern- 
ments giving “something for 
nothing,” through tariff protec- 
tion, subsidies to industries as 
granted by all nations, etc. But 
in every case these free gifts by 
the state are gifts to the privileg- 
ed classes, not to the common 
man. Social Credit aiffers only in 
this, that it will give them to the 
consumer. 


Then Mr. Brownlee says, “The 
province could not make the non- 
negotiable certificates legal tend- 
er and therefore could not compel 
any retail merchant or whole- 
saler to accept them in payment 
of a bill for goods.” Now 95 per 
cent of the business in Canada is 
done by cheques, and cheques 
are not legal tender, nor can any 
one be compelled to accept them. 
Knowing that Mr. Brownlee goes 
on to say, “There is confidence 
that on presentation it (the 
cheque) will be redeemed in 
proper currency, in other words, 
in confidence that there is a fund 
for redemption.” On the con- 
trary our whole financial system 
is built on the undoubted fact 
that there is no fund for re- 
demption and the confidence that 
currency will not be asked in 
payment. It could not be other- 
wise, seeing that the amount of 
cash is only about $185 millions, 
and that the bank deposits or the 
cheque money amounts to about 


$2,650 millions. Those are the 
figures at Slst May, 1933, as ! 
have not the latest figures at 


hand, and they vary from year to 
year, but the ratio is fair'y con- 
stant. That is to say, there is 
never “proper currency” avail- 
able to redeem the cheques pre- 
sented and there cannot be under 
the present system,

POLO GROUNDS, NEW YORK, May 29.—As the boos) 
of the malcontents rose high in the muggy air, a battered, 
bleeding, but doggedly game Barney Ross climbed back last 
night onto the welterweight throne, conqueror for the second 
time in three tries of the hero of the Irish, gallant Jimmy 
McLarnin of Vancouver. 

Barney came back the hard way, slugging out a 
decisive 15-round verdict over the bludgeoner who whipped 
him for the title last September, after Ross had won it in | 
May the first time they tangled. 

He came back with blood trickling steadily his 
features snarled and lumpy, but he came back, in the unanimous opinion 
of Jack Dempsey, who was the referce, and the two judges, Abe Gold- 
berg and George Lecron. 


ONE FOR HISTORY BOOK 


McLarnin, fighting a better, smarter, more thrilling battle than 
either of the nights they tangled before, escaped some of the outward 
signs of the struggle that marked Ross, but he took a severe body 
beating in the late rounds, his left eyebrow was cut in the 11th, and his 
right eye was swelling toward a close from the first half dozen rounds 
on.

There were no knockdowns, but for sheer savagery and punching 
fury, it was one for boxing’s history book. 

Time and again, McLarnin set Barney back on his heels with the 
left hooks and right hand smashes that once ruined an entire light- 
weight division, only to have the Chicago bulldog absorb them, come 
back swinging and drive the Irishman to cover. 

Ross, only man ever to hold both the lightweight and welterweight

JIMMY’S LAST — MAYBE
